First Day 

WEDNESDAY, DECEMBER 2, 1931 

The 59th Session of the Southern Annual Conference of the * 
Methodist Elpiscopal Church was opened in the -Fourth Street Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church at Brenham, Texas at 8:30 ia. m. by Bishop 
E. L. Waldorf. 

OPENING SERVICE : The bishop asked W. L. Froehner to lead 

the Conference in the singing of the hymn, “When I Survey The 
Wonderous Cross.” This was followed with prayer by the bishop. 
The bishop then asked the District Superintendents to appoint a 
man of their respective districts to give a word o| testimony, telling 
of their recent religious experiences. The following were appoint- 
ed: H. K. Faulk, F. L. (Hhgberg, and William Buehrer. The 

bishop also asked Dr. H. C. Leonard, Dr. Dadisman, of the Kansas 
Conference, and Dr. iMossman, President of the Southwestern College 
at Winfield, Kansas, and Dr. Mills Anderson of the Oklahoma Con- 
ference to give a word of personal testimony, which was followed 
by a few words from the bishop. W. L. Froehner led the Conference 
in the singing of the hymn “I Love to Tell The Story.” Assisted 
by the District Superintendents and local pastor, the bishop ad- 
ministered the Lord’s Supper. 

ROLL CALL: The conference secretary called the roll of the 

conference. Sixty-six responded. 

ASSISTANTS APPOINTED: The secretary, John Deschner, 

nominated R. L. W T eldon and C. M. Nyquist. The treasurer, J. L. 
Rode, nominated O. C. Raeke, O. F. Rattner, C. W. Bergquist, H. W. 
Bahler and Ben Behrens. The statistician, W. H. iBengtson, no- 
minated C. L. Elliott, E. E. Schmidt, R. R. Bloomquist and Henry 
Jongema. These nominations were confirmed by the conference. 

POSTMASTER: The local pastor was appointed to this office. 

PUBLICITY COMMITTEE: Central Christian Advocate, H. M. 

Hopkins; Sandebudet, C. W. Bergquist; Texas Stern, A. C. Paterson; 
Christliche Apologe'te, John Heirholzer; Local Press; A. A. Grusen- 
dorf, Ben Behrens and the secretary of the conference. 

PLATFORM COMMITTEE: The following were appointed by 

the bishop to act as the Platform Committee: B. H. Fleming, R. L.

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WORLD SERVICE COMMISSION : The bishop requested that 

a World Service Commission be appointed. The conference con- 
curred, and the following were appointed: J. J. Brodhead, A. G.

W. L. Hornung, E. C. Schmidt, H. Lundblad, and E. E. Schmidt. 

QUESTION NO. 2 WAS CALLED: “Who have been received by

AREA OFFICE EXPENSE COMMITTEE: F. L. Hagberg, 

Chairman, Claude P. Zenor, A. D. Moehle. These were nominated 
from the floor, and were approved by the conference. 

PRINTED PROGRAM ADOPTED: W. I. Smith moved, and it 

was seconded that the printed program be made the official program 
of the conference. The. motion carried. 

COMMITTEE ON GENERAL CONFERENCE ELECTION AND 
MEMORIALS: The following were appointed: From the Brenham 

District, W. I. Smith; Lake Charles District, W. B. Morgan; San 
Antonio District, L. J. Rode. The bishop appointed A. A. Liefeste 
and the secretary of the Conference. 

GENERAL REFERENCE COMMITTEE: August Didzun brought 
up the subject of the sustentation fund. Whereupon, the bishop 
suggested that a General Reference Committee be appointed. L J 
Rode moved that this be done; the motion was seconded and carried. 
The following were appointed: H. C. Leonard, Chairman, B. h! 

Fleming, Claude P. Zenor, R. L. Weldon, F. L. Hagberg, J. F. 
Sarner, O. C. Raeke, C. W. Rodgers, W.B. Morgan, August Didzun. 
The following items were referred to this committee; church union* 
Sabbath observance and Prohibition as an issue in the coming nat- 
ional election. 
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DEFINITION: L. J. Rode asked for a definition of the first 

paragraph on page 3 34 of the Conference Journal of 1930. G. C. 
Brannies, who was a member of the committee forming this report, 
gave the interpretation, and moved that all men prorate on traveling 
expense, O. F. Kattner seconded and after some discussion the 
motion prevailed. It was moved, seconded and carried that the 
basis of prorating be that of one and one-third fare on train or bus 
bv nearest route. iG. C. Brannies moved that the details of this 
matter be referred to the General Reference Committee with the 
Traveling Expense Committee deliberating with said committee on 
this point. This motion carried. 

STATE OF THE CHURCH DEFINED : Bishop E. L. Waldorf 

stated that this committee should concern itself with the inner 
workings of the church, such as witnessing and evangelism. This 
interpretation was accepted by a motion duly carried. 

PASTOR’S REPORTS: The bishop inquired into the wish of 

the conference in the matter of pastor’s reports, and suggested that 
the members of the districts stand and the question concerning the 
pastor’s faithfulness be asked in unison. O. E. Linstrum moved 
that each pastor he given a minute to report. Discussion followed, 
and the motion was lost. 

H. C. LEONARD IN THE CHAIR: The bishop was called out 

of the chair to attend to some matters of business, and asked that 
H. C. Leonard preside. 

VACANCIES OF STANDING COMMITTEES FILLED : The dis- 

trict Superintendents asked to be excused to fill vacancies on the 
Boards and Standing Committees.

At this time the’ bishop asked the conference 
to stand in honor of Dr. and Mrs. O. E. Olander, who were re- 
sponsible for establishing a scholarship fund in our conference, and 
asked C. W. Bergquist and John Deschner to lead in prayer which 
was followed by the singing of the doxology. 

SPECIAL. COMMITTEE: On motion of H. C. Leonard a com-

Bishop E. L. Waldorf and Members of the Southern Conference: 
Reverend Brothers: 

The Lake (Charles District is still “carrying on.” Manned by 
pastors worthy of the highest praise, supported by a laity of faith, 
courage and devotion, the district has advanced along all lines ex- 
cept finances and in a number of charges advances have (been made 
financially. The ladies’ organizations within the district have also 
done their full share. 

Time and prudence forbids that I should speak of each pastor 
and charge separately.

Dr. C. P. Zenor was transferred from the Oklahoma Conference 
to take the place of Rev. Phil Deschner of Port Arthur who was 
transferred to the Oklahoma Conference. Dr. and Mrs. Zenor are 
a splendid fit into our church at Port Arthur. A request for their 
return for the ensuing year has been made. 

Rev. E. F. Williams has been transferred to Marshall, Texas, 
from the Southern Illinois Conference to take the place of Dr. W. 
B. Van Valkenburgh who was transferred to one of our Kansas 
Conferences. (Bro. and Mrs. Williams are succeeding with our Mar- 
shall Church and a unanimous vote by the quarterly conference for 
their return is here. 

The exchange between Rev. J. S. Manning of San Juan, Texas, 
and A. E. Hughes of Logan, Kansas, has lately been effected. Word 
from the people at San Juan strongly indicate that Bro. Hughes is 
capable and successful. 

Building and Improvements: A number of our charges have 

made more or less improvements on churches and parsonages as 
our Conference minutes will reveal. However, three charges, viz: 
De Quincy, Jennings and Marshall, should have special mention. 

Rev. Joseph Shaw and the excellent membership at De Quincy 
have built a Sunday School annex including a kitchen and dining 
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room which adds much to our building in general appearance as 
well as supplying a real necessity. This has been accomplished 
without the usual aid from the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension. 

Jennings, with Rev. H. K. Faulk as pastor, has made very notice- 
able progress this year. A new and much needed Sunday School 
annex has been built and equipped by the congregation without any 
oan or donation from the Board of Home Missions and Church 
Extension. 

. ' At Marsha11 the Sunday School annex which was begun approx- 
imately two years ago, seems now to be a coming reality The 
Board of Home Missions and 'Church Extension has come to our res- 
cue with a loan of $2,000.00 which is to be used in the completion 
of this so long looked for and prayed for necessity. 

Our Port Arthur Business 'College is located within the bounds 
of the Lake Charles District. I have made two visits to this insti- 
tution during the year and it is my judgment that it is second to 
none of its kind in this* section of the country. I feel that our 
people within the Conference are not sufficiently interested in this 
school. I am also inclined to think that this school should make 
a more definite contribution to our local Methodist Church in that 
city. I am very desirous that these two needs will in the 1 near fu- 
ture be worked out for the good of both the school and church. 

(Summing up the District as a whole, three outstanding achieve- 
ments are to be seen. First: Gratifying increase in church member- 
ship; second, marked and increased interest in our Ep worth League 
and other activities among our young people; third, refinancing 
and liquidating of long standing indebtedness against our church 
property. 

A word personally. The work as District Superintendent on a 
district so large in many ways is very trying and undesirable. Long 
distances, night trains, broken rest, exposure, and irregular habits 
plus “the care of the churches”, are some of the common hardships 
of such a position. However, more sunshine than clouds has been 
mine. The friendship of a loyal, trusting laity and the blessed fel- 
lowship with true Methodist preachers who have loved and encour- 
aged me, has blessed my life, and merits my best effort.

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SAN ANTONIO DISTRICT 

To Bishop Waldorf and the Brethren of the Southern Conference: 

The new year began under very favorable conditions. All but 
one charge had an appointed pastor, and everybody took hold of the 
new task as it confronted each congregation and pastor. 

The charges added to the San Antonio District are three: Brady, 
El Campo, and Lyford. iBrother Johnson took hold of the work in 
Brady with a steady hand and, since he has perfect command of the 
Swedish language, he is able to do a great work among the Swedish 
people living in the vicinity of iBrady. IHis work is highly appre- 
ciated by the people and the attendance at the services has increased. 
The other two charges, El Campo and iLyford, have not developed 
as we had hoped. Dr. dander has supplied lEl Campo, and Rev. 
J. G. Olsen served Lyford. At both places -competition with other 
churches makes the work rather discouraging. The membership at 
these places has dwindled down to about 25 at Lyford and 45 at El 
Campo, although faithful work has been done at both places. 

.In most of the charges on the District the German language as 
well as the English, is being used. 'Only two charges use English 
exclusively- While most of the men are receiving less than $1200 
support, each one is doing remarkably well, considering everything. 

At the beginning of the year we did not expect that our ranks 
would be depleted, but soon after the new year Brother iSchreiber’s 
health failed, and although he submitted to an operation, he did not 
recuperate sufficiently to continue his work. Early in May he asked 
to be relieved of his responsibility in order to seek health elsewhere. 
He asks the Conference to grant him the retired relation because of 
ill health. (Brother Buehrer, one of our retired men living in Se- 
guin, gladly consented to take the leadership in the Bracken con- 
gregation. With the consent of Bishop Waldorf, the appointment 
was made. 

Again in July our ranks were depleted when very suddenly the 
angel of death removed from our ranks our beloved Brother J. An- 
drew Traeger, the senior active member of our Conference. Brother 
Traeger had been operated on earlier in the year, but was again 
doing his regular work when God called him away. (His memorial 
is printed in this Journal). Bister Traeger is now making her home 
in iSeguin where several of her children live. 

Hilda and Hoersterville are' well supplied with local preachers 
(five in number). The members suggested that the local preachers 
supply the pulpit until the close of the year. After consulting with 
Bishop Waldorf, such arrangements were made. I wish to state 
here that even the details were looked after by these men, so that 
at the last quarterly conference only words of favorable comment 
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were expressed by the members of the church. Since Brother Raeke 
lives only 16 miles away, he gladly consented to go there and offi- 
ciate whenever a minister was needed. In spite of this rather un- 
usual and sad experience, the -Hilda and Hoersterville charge is 
among the few that has met its obligation in full, including World 
Service and other benevolences. 

The Orange 'Grove charge was supplied by retired men and local 
preachers under the direction of the District Superintendent, and 
that arrangement was very satisfactory. 

It would be useless to enumerate charge after charge and relate 
the different experiences, since all have had their ups and downs. 
In some places we gained new members; in many we have lost. The 
so-called Full 'Gospel people succeeded to cause dissention in a few 
places, and some members have left our churches and joined that 
movement. If our statistics show a decrease in membership, it does 
not mean that our men have been negligent in doing evangelistic 
work, the fact is that in most of the churches we had a week or more 
of intensive evangelistic work. We still believe in pastoral co-oper- 
ation along those lines and so nearly all of our men assisted for a 
week or more in some other congregation. This sort of team work 
gives satisfaction and our people prefer this to a regular conference 
evangelist, which usually adds to the already heavy expense. 

During the month of May a very interesting and instructive Dis- 
trict Conference was held in one of our rural charges, Hoersterville. 
Most of the men on the District and a large number of local mem- 
bers took active part in all the services and it was a spiritual feast 
for all who attended. 

The Bpworth League Institute, held in Brenham August 3-9, 
was very helpful to the young people who attended. A splendid 
corps of teachers gave helpful suggestions to our young people, and 
they in turn make the application in their home leagues. The en- 
rollment was not as large as in former years. Those who were pres- 
ent decided to have another institute next year. 

During the first half of the year the finances were in a very good 
shape. Even World Service had an increase over last year. In 
many places the ministerial support was paid monthly and we 
thought we would have an increase in everything over last year. 
But then the reverses came. In some places there was a crop fail- 
ure; in other places there was an over-production. In the valley 
alone enough vegetables to feed a small nation, rotted away. In 
some sections cotton produced a bale to the acre; our rice farmers 
have their warehouses full of rice; our stockmen have cattle, sheep, 
hogs, etc.; but for all of these products there seems to be no market, 
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and while there is an over-production on the one hand, there is want 
on the other. There is little money in circulation. Different hank 
failures affected people who had some money laid by, with the re- 
sult that we have to close the year reporting deficits in congrega- 
tions that have never reported so before. The result of these con- 
ditions has led many of our congregations to reduce the salary for 
the ensuing year, and since there is a reduction in all missionary 
appropriation we cannot supplement this, all of these factors may 
lead to combine a number of smaller charges. 

We ha.ve on the district a number of “The Veterans of the Cross.'’ 
Of these Brothers IBuehrer and dander have been mentioned in 
connection with the work they have done. iPermit me to say a 
word about the rest of them. Brother Groth lives in San Antonio 
and worships in our Hackberry Street x church. Brothers Homburg 
and Schuessler and Sisters Koch and Pluenneke live in Seguin where 
they worship regularly. Brother 'Homburg had a very severe attack 
of flu in the early part of the year, but we rejoice that the Lord has 
restored him again. Sister Draeger, who also resided in Seguin, 
was called home October 13. (Her memorial Is printed in this 
Journal). Brother Schulze lives among the hills in (Mason County 
and worships and works in our Mason congregation. Brother Sie- 
vers lives on a small farm near Monthalia and helps out wherever 
needed. Brother Unbantke is comfortably situated near The Grove, 
and worships in our Moody church. Although five of these 1 are oc- 
togenarians they are still an inspiration where they worship. 

Just a personal word in closing. The good Lord watched over 
me and my loved ones; in all the journeys He held His hand over 
me and I could make every appointment on scheduled time. I have 
gone into the homes of our pastors and have tried to be a big brother 
to all. Every one was good to me and every courtesy was extended 
to me everywhere. H have tried, to preach Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified wherever opportunity presented itself. Taking all in con- 
sideration, I must say it has been a blessed year for me. Where I 
have succeeded I want to give God the glory; where I have failed 
and come short, I ask yours and God’s pardon. If I shall continue 
in the work, I will endeavor to do my best, serving God and His 
people who are under my leadership. 

Praying God’s blessings upon our beloved Bishop and every mem- 
ber of the Conference, I hereby respectfully submit this, my second 
annual report.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Port Arthur College 

At the last annual conference session a special committee, 
composed of H. C. Leonard, C. W. Berquist, iPhil Deschner and A. A. ? 
Leifeste, was appointed for the purpose of “investigating the Endow- 
ment Fund held in trust by the 'General Board of Education for Port 
Arthur Business College, and to ascertain from the Board of Ed- 
ucation and the historical record of the former Gulf Conference the 
disposition of said fund in case it should ever be diverted from Port 
Arthur Business College to some other educational project.” 
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The committee was not able to make a through investigation of 
this matter because one member of the committee resided in Phil- 
adelphia and another member transferred out of this conference 
early in the year. However, the following information was received 
from the Board of Education: 

“The property will revert back to the city of Port Arthur if at 
any time it ceases to be used for school purposes. This does not 
apply to the small property on which the President’s residence is 
located. This particular piece of land and the residence thereon, 
known as the iStearn property, were purchased by the General Board 
of Education out of its own funds and will revert to the Board of 
Education if it ceases to be used as the President’s home for a going 
educational institution in Port Arthur. In carrying out the agree- 
ments with Mr. Gates it became necessary for the Board of Ed- 
ucation to establish from its own funds a trust fund amounting to 
$23,854.17. If the (College is discontinued, this sum will also revert 
to the permanent funds of the Board of Education since it represents 
practically in its entirety unallocated trust funds belonging to the 
Board. It can be said as a whole, therefore, that in the event of 
the discontinuance of Port Arthur College at any future date there 
will be nothing to transfer to any enterprise within the (bounds of 
the Conference.” 

We are also advised that one-third of the Board of Trustees of 
Port Arthur College are elected by the (Southern Annual Conference, 
one-third by the General Board of Education and one-third by the 
Board of Trustees of Port Arthur College. 


Blinn. Memorial College 

Blinn College has had nearly a year’s time for experimentation 
under its relationship with Southwestern University. A detailed 
report will be made both By President King Vivion and Dean A. A. 
Grusendorf; however, the Conference Board of Education wishes to 
report here that the experiment has proven successful beyond all 
expectations and that this Board is convinced that the merger was 
a step in the right direction. 

The Board heartily endorses the action of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the General Ex-Students Association in authorizing a 
campaign for $50,000 to be presented to the College in connection 
with the fiftieth anniversary celebration at commencement in 1933. 
The Board recommends that the Conference pledge its wholehearted 
support in the campaign for said fund. 

In view of the definite relationship the Conference continues to 
maintain with Blinn College and Southwestern University, the Board 
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recommends that an annual contribution of 25 cents per member 
be made by each charge to Blinn College for current expenses. 

The Board recommends that the Conference authorize the Pres- 
ident of the Board of Trustees of Blinn College to transfer to South- 
western University all titles of properties included in the merger 
stipulations, and that the Executive Committee of the Board of 
Education be instructed to witness the signing of said titles, and 
that the merger be completed when this is done. 

The Board recommend that the following be the Trustees, re- 
presenting the Southern Conference on the Board of Trustees of 
Southwestern University-Blinn College:

Texas Wesleyan College 

At the last session of the annual conference the following motion 
was passed :i “That the Conference Board of Education give Texas 
Wesleyan College at Austin a careful study during the coming year 
and report next year with a view of the future of the institution.” 

Before this study could be made the Texas Legislature * ap- 
propriated $13 5,000.00 for the purchase of the Texas Wesleyan 
College property. (In May, the President of the University of Texas 
purchased the property of Texas Wesleyan from the Board of Truste- 
es of this institution. On May 28, the Conference Board of Ed- 
ucation met at Ft. Worth, Texas, at which meeting Bishop E. L. 
Waldorf was present and at which he presided. 

At the session of the Board of Education of the Southern Annual 
Conference, held Dec. 3, 1931, the following recommendations were 
formulated and are hereby submitted as touching the Texas Wesley- 
an College situation: 

1. That the money derived from the sale of the Texas Wesleyan 
College be kept intact as an educational fund of Southern Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, only the interest thereof to be 
used as hereafter specified. 

2. That the name of the fund shall be the TEXAS-WESLEYAN 
PERMANENT EDUCATIONAL (FUND.

3. That the trustees for this fund shall he nine in number. 
The Trustees shall be elected by the .Southern Conference. Seven of 
them shall be nominated by the Board of Trustees of the Texas- 
Wesleyan College, and two of them shall he nominated by the Con- 
ference (Board of Education. These Trustees shall hold the funds 
in trust and administer the income. 

4. That a portion of the income from this fund shall be used 
for scholarships to be known as the O. E, dander and Emma El- 
izabeth dander Scholarships. 

5. That these provisions be carried into effect as early as pos- 
sible and in any event not later than April 1, 1932. 

6. In view of the fact that the Conference in its regular session 
has approved the sale of the Texas Wesleyan College, we recommend 
that upon the adoption of this report by the Conference, its provi- 
sions shall supercede all previous enactments and understandings 
touching the matters covered herein.

We wish to call the attention of this Conference to the standing 
of this Area in World Service which has largely been brought about 
by the aggressive leadership of our [Bishop. 

We wish to recognize while there has been a serious falling off 
in World Service giving in the Church at large, we are grateful that 
practically all the Conference of this Area have maintained the level 
of their giving of the previous year. 

We are convinced that this good record has been made because 
of the president emphasis that has been placed upon certain features 
of the world service program throughout the Area. 

Among these features are the following: 

First, the emphasis upon enlisting a large percentage of our 
people in World service giving. 

Second, the growing number of our Churches that are making 
monthly remittances. 

Third, the more general and effective use of our world service 
literature in our /Churches. 

We therefore recommend that our Conference continue to stress 
the importance of these fundamental procedures that have placed 
this area to the front, and where Churches are not carrying out 
this program we call upon the District Superintendent to acquaint 
the Pastor with the literature and helps available at the area office.

GENERAL REFERENCE COMMITTEE. 

We, your Committee on General Reference, ibeg to submit the 
following recommendations: 

1 — Pro-Rating of Traveling Expertises: 

All members of the Conference, including superanuates, serving 
charges, shall pro-rate in traveling expenses, and those superanuates 
not serving charges insofar as they desire may pro-rate with the 
others. 

2 — Sustentation : 

We recommend that the Conference recognize the necessity of 
supplementing the monies received' for the maintainence of weaker 
charged by organizing a CONFER E'NC E FINANCE COMMISSION 
which shall be (Organized as follows and with duties as outlined: 

A — (Personnel — Two ministers and two laymen shall be appoint- 
ed by the Superintendent of each district within the Conference, 
Who together with the (District Superintendents shall form the COM- 
MISSION. 

,B — Duties — It shall be the duty of this COMMISSION to careful- 
ly hear the claims of each District and formulate plans for the secur- 
ing of the necessary funds. The COMMISSION shall also be respon- 
sible for the administration of the monies received. 

3 — Non-Resident Inactive list: 

Inasmuch as serious losses in the membership of the Church 
comes through the “pruning” of the records, we therefore recom- 
mend that the Non-Resident Inactive list be made a matter of 
primary importance during the Week of Prayer. 

We recommend that every effort be made to bring the inactive 
member back to active relationship and that the ministers co-operate 
with each other in locating members moving to other localities 
within the Conference and carefully notifying ministers outside the 
Conference of the presence of some member who might be secured 
for that Church. 

We also call attention to Article 55 of the Discipline relating to 
granting of letters of transfer to individuals. . 

Prohibition : 

Inasmuch as the adoption of the Eighteenth Amendment has in 
many localities lessened proverty and immorality, and has generally 
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improved the sobriety, health and character of our citizenship, and 
because there is a growing respect for law enforcement; 

THEREFORE, We challenge the malicious 'and false propaganda 
being spread by those who would make non-effective the operation 
of our liquor laws. 

We are unalterably opposed to those public officials who flaunt 
the enforcement of law in the face of, law-abiding* people and call 
upon all our people to support for public office those men whose 
loyalty to the laws of the land is unquestioned, and we pledge our- 
selves to support every social, political and educational movement 
that sustains and upholds these laws and their enforcement. 
Unification: 

It is the sense off this Committee that the surest way to promote 
unification is the maintenance of our own strength and vigor, until 
a united denomination-wide unification is secured. Any piece-meal 
plan of small groups or individual Churches will bring more mis- 
understanding than understanding and the results are usually not 
happy. We express satisfaction with the information coming to us 
that the Commissions of both Methodisms are steadily imoving in 
the direction of a united Church.

GENERAL REFERENCE COMMITTEE 

Your Committee on General Reference begs to submit the follow- 
ing additional recommendations: 

1 — SABBATH OBSERVANCE. The great tendency to permit 
outside and many 'times unworthy interests and recreations to 
interfere with Church attendance and Sabbath observance should 
challenge our 'Ministers to give greater emphasis to the destructive 
influence of these diversions upon spiritual growth and Church life. 
We earnestly entreat our people that they refrain “from those forms 
of worldly amusement” which bid fair to transform our day of 
worship and rest into a European Sunday. 

We call upon our membership to Observe and teach reverence 
for the House of God and when entering the sanctuary at the ap- 
pointed time for worship to bow their heads in silent prayer invoking 
the Divine blessing upon the hour, the attendants and the task. 

2— EPWORTH LEAGUE INSTITUTE. That since there seems 
to be a need for additional training centers for the young people of 
the Ep worth League, and since the Lake Charles District has ex- 
pressed a desire to operate such an Institute within the bounds of 
that District, not in competition with any other already established 
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Institute, but in cooperation with the need of a large group unable 
to attend an Institute located at great distance from their place of 
residence, we therefore suggest that such an Institute be organized 
and that the 'District Superintendent of the Lake Charles District 
appoint a preliminary committee on organization for the purpose of 
carrying out the terms of this recommendation. 

3 EPISCOPAL SUPERVISION. Under the leadership of Bishop 

Ernest Lynn Waldorf this Conference has been brought from a 
scattered and racial division into a solidified and well organized 
Conference giving it both standing with the general Church as well 
as making thrice effective its former individual efforts, and because 
of his careful and painstaking planning to make every institution 
and Church flourish, and because of his sincere and brotherly inter- 
est in each individual case we therefore recommend the adoption 
of a resolution incorporating these facts and requesting his reap- 
pointment to the Kansas City Area as its Resident Bishop.

3 Any voting for a man who has a name common to two or 

more men in the Conference must give the initials, and, failing to 
do so, invalidates s-uch ballot. 

4 iSix tellers are to be appointed: two by each District Super- 

intendent. 

• 5 Any eligible member of this Conference receiving ten or more 

ballots is thereby entitled to have his name appear on second and 
succeeding ballots until an election is made. 

6 — A mere majority shall elect the candidate. 

7 The Alternate delegates are to be elected in the same manner 

as the regular delegates.

We your committee on prorating, find on investigation that many 
of our’ brethren have neglected their obligations relative to this 
matter’ and we urge that an intensive campaign of information as 
touching this matter be carried to the congregations by the pastors 
and superintendents.

BlilW MEMOKIALi COLLEGE 

The following report will no doubt bring both a feeling of 
encouragement and a sense of responsibility to our Conference. 
While there is little to report so far as statistics are concerned, it 
gives! us no small amount of pleasure to say that there has been a 
general revival of interest in this institution during the past year. 
The relationship that began one year ago with Southwestern Un- 
iversity has proved thus far to be a happy one. On January 8, 1931 
the full (Board of Trustees of Southwestern University met in George- 
town and voted favorably upon the merger agreements as presented 
by our Conference last year. While the Board itself was very 
favorable to the merger plan it was found that this body lacked the 
necessary legal power to consummate the merger. It was therefore 
decided to submit the proposition to the various annual conferences 
in Texas of the M. E. Church, South, for final approval or ratifica- 
tion. President King Vivion will no doubt make an official report 
of the action of the several conferences. 

After the favorable vote of the Southwestern Board on January 
8, it was immediately decided to effect at least a functional relation- 
ship between the two institutions for the remainder of the confer- 
ence year. In order to make this relationship possible, (Messrs. A. 
A. Grusendorf and C. )F. Schmidt tendered their resignation as Pres- 
ident and Dean, respectively, of Blinn Memorial College to the Board 
of Trustees of this! institution. The Board accepted the resignations 
and immediately elected President King Vivion to the presidency 
of Blinn College, Mr. A. A. Grusendorf to the deanship and Mr. 
Schmidt to the assistant deanship and as head of the department 
of history. All these adjustments were made in a splendid co- 
operative spirit, those involved desiring to serve the best interest 
of the institution. The months that have passed since the reorgan- 
ization of the administration to fit into the merger plan have prbved 
that the relationship between Blinn and Southwestern is destined 
to be productive of telling results for Christian education among 
our youth. 

Almost immediately after the merger was tentatively effected, 
the City of Brenham, encouraged by the prospect of a successful 
future for Blinn, raised over seven thousand dollars to enable this 
institution to meet some of its pressing current obligations. The 
College is profoundly grateful to the local constituency for the 
financial assistance given and the good will manifested. 
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Blinn’s Golden Anniversary 

Next year it will be fifty years since the pioneers of the Southern 
German Conference, appreciating the significance of education and 
the important part it must play in building up an intelligent and 
meaningful religion, established this college. The constituency 
back of this project has always been relatively small in numbers. 
It was therefore necessary ifor the few, especially in the early days, 
to make some heroic sacrifices to establish and maintain the school. 
As the years passed, the educational standards had to be raised, 
additional equipment purchased and more highly trained teachers 
provided. This has been the experience of every educational in- 
stitution and has, therefore, not been a problem peculiar to ©linn 
College. Unfortunately, the added necessary income did not keep 
pace through the years with the increased operating costs. The 
result is, as all of us perhaps know, that the total indebtedness of the 
institution has accumulated until it is now approximately equal to 
the endowment fund, which for many years was the financial found- 
ation of the school. 

The Executive Committee of the Ex-students Association at their 
regular meeting during last commencement voted to undertake to 
raise the sum of fifty thousand dollars to be presented to the Col- 
lege at the Fiftieth Anniversary celebration which will be held in 
connection with the commencement in June, 1933. A committee 
of twenty-five was authorized to be created to work out the plan 
of the drive for funds. It was unanimously agreed that as our 
fathers sacrificed to create this institution, it is now our turn to 
make a sacrificial gift to insure another fifty years of service as 
the curtain of the first fifty years of worthy achievement will be 
drawn. This should be possible, for now there are several thousand 
alumni, there is a large host of devoted friends, while the need for 
continued service on the part of this institution is clearly seen. 
Our plea, therefore, is that all of us, alumni and friends everywhere, 
be ready to make our sacrifice when the call is sounded. Our 
fathers have done well their part; we of this generation can surely 
do our part, once we realize the importance of the beneficial in- 
fluence this college is destined to exert upon thousands of young 
people who would like to come this way for their preparation for 
life’s difficult tasks.

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Attention is called to the fact that while the College holds a 
considerable amount of assets, a fairly large portion of them are 
in the form of real estate and annuity, from which no income is 
being realized. Tbe plant is adequately secured and its retirement 
is provided for. It is in connection with current obligations that 
the institution 'finds its greatest difficulty. A few thousand dollars 
a year for current operations would work wonders at this institution. 

Positive assurance is given that the school is conducted upon as 
economical basis as possible and that the total cost of operation 
has been reduced by several thousand dollars per year for the last 
two years in spite of the large increase in enrollment. It is the 
candid opinion of the undersigned that our Conference as well as 
the local citizenry have reasons to be pleased with the work that the 
College is doing and the way in which the work is being done. 

Tine Field Representative. 

The work of (Rev. A. A. Leifeste has been particularly effective 
during the past year in connection with the raising of 'funds in 
Brenham and the cultivating for the school a large amount of good 
will and interest among our people of the Southern Conference as 
well as among our friends of the M. E. Church, South. It is with 
unusual satisfaction that we say that Bro. Leifeste through the year 
gave himself whole heartedly to the new and difficult task to which 
he has been assigned. Through the coming school year his efforts 
in connection with the program of carrying forward the campaign 
for the $50,000.00 to be raised between now and the Golden An- 
nuversary celebration in 1933 promised to be productive of gratify- 
ing results. We bespeak for him the most hearty cooperation from 
our entire Conference and the many ex-students over the state. 

While Bro. Leifeste had been doing some very effective work for 
the College, he was just entering upon one of the most important 
tasks — that of gathering funds for the college during the remainder 
of the conference year — when he had the misfortune of a serious 
accident resulting in a broken thigh and other injuries. While he 
was thus incapacitated to follow out his program during the closing 
months of the Conference year, he was never-the-less busy from the 
time of his injury in doing what ever it was possible for him to do 
in the performance of the duties of various kinds that had been 
assigned to him. Our most sincere thanks are due Bro. Leifeste 
for his contributions in service to our program of education. 

Miscellaneous 

It affords me unusual pleasure to say that Blinn has a splendid 
group of high-minded teachers. Their spirit of co-operation is al- 
ways in evidence. Though reasons for discouragements are often 
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present, the faculty goes forward cheerfully to give to the institution 
their best. They are due our most sincere appreciation and good 
will. 

Our students are a group of earnest, sincere young people, most 
of whom have a definite goal in life. There is a spirit of democracy 
and fraternity which always makes for the growth of personality 
and character. Young people have many problems . . ,. and they 
make many mistakes; but with the determination of the faculty and 
a large majority of the students to keep this institution comparative- 
ly free from degenerating influences, our people can depend upon 
those now at Blinn to preserve for the future those fine influences 
which have guided in the past.

CONSTITUTION OF THE PREACHERS AID SOCIETY OF THE 
SOUTHERN CONFERENCE. 

The Southern Annual 'Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church is organized as a Preachers Aid 'Society, under the following 
Constitution: 

Article 1. Name. The name of this society shall be, The 
Preachers Aid Society of the Southern Conference of the Methodist 
Church. 

Article 2. Purpose. The purpose of this society shall be to 
help in the support of the Conference claimants and to render 
special aid to the family of a deceased member at the time of his 
death. 

Article 3. Members. All members in full connection of the 
Southern Conference are members of the society and shall abide 
by this constitution. Ministers transferring into this conference 
automatically become members of the Preachers Aid society. 

Article 4. Officers. The officers of this society shall be, a 
president, a vice-president, a secretary and a treasurer. There shall 
be an Executive committee consisting of these officers and three 
members elected at large. 

Article 5. Election of Officers. The officers of the society shall 
be elected by ballot, for one year, at the annual meeting of the 
Preachers Aid Society, held during the session of the annual confer- 
ence. 
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Article 6. Duties of Officers, (a). The president shall preside 
at all meetings of the society. He shall have power to call the 
Executive committee as often as necessary for special 'business. 

(b) . The vice-president shall assist the president in general and 
shall assume the president’s duties in the former’s absence. 

(c) . The secretary shall keep correct records of all minutes 
of the society in the annual meeting as well as those of the Ex- 
ecutive committee. He shall collect the annual dues of every mem- 
ber and shall keep a correct record of all dues paid. He shall also 
send notices of special assessments to all members in case of a mem- 
ber’s death and collect said special assessment. On the first of each 
month he shall forward all money on hand to the treasurer, with 
an itemized statement and shall collect from the treasurer for post- 
age and other expenses. 

(d) . The treasurer shall receive all money from the secretary 
and otherwise and shall safeguard it for the society and shall invest 
the surplus according to the recommendation of the Executive com- 
mittee. He shall keep an exact record of all money received and 
spent, and shall report the exact standing of the Endowment Fund 
as well as the financial condition of the society at each meeting. 
His books and legal papers shall be ready for a transfer at any 
termination of his office. 

(e) . The Executive committee shall have full power to act in 
the interest of the society at intervals between the sessions of the 
annual conference, and shall report its transactions to the society 
at the annual meeting for its approval. 

Article 7. Obligations and Dues. (a). The annual dues of 
each member shall be one-half of one percent of his annual cash 
salary including sustentation and missionary appropriations. This 
money shall be added to the present Endowment Fund. 

(b). In addition to the annual dues referred to in paragraph 
“a” of this article, each member shall pay $5.00 in answer to a 
special call at the death of a member of the Society in favor of the 
beneficiary of the deceased member. This special assessment shall 
be paid within thirty days of the date of notice. This special 
feature of the society is optional with the members, and any member 
desiring to be released from the payment of this assessment may 
have his request granted. Any member who fails to send his special 
assessment wi-thin thirty days of the date of the second notice, 
forfeits his claims under this special benefit provision. Any member 
having thus become delinquent may be re-instated by a two-thirds 
majority vote of members present at the annual meeting, provided 
he pays all unpaid back assessments. 
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Article 8. The Endowment Fund. The existing Endowment 
Fund shall be increased by donations, bequests or special gifts, as 
well as by the payment of the annual dues by each member of the 
society. These funds shall be invested by the treasurer and safe- 
guarded according to the directions of the Executive committee. 
This fund must not be used for any other purpose, and only the 
interest of the fund shall be used for annual distribution. The 
members of the society shall decide, annually how much of the 
accrued interest shall be paid to the conference stewards, who shall 
use it, with other funds, for distribution among the conference 
claimants, according to the Discipline. 

Article 9. Vacancies. Any vacancies of officers caused by 
death or removal shall be supplied by the executive committee until 
the next meeting. 

Article 10. Order of Business. The order of business shall be: 
Call to order, devotions, roll call, and payment of dues, reading of 
minutes of previous meeting, unfinished (business, new business, 
election of officers, adjournment. 

Article 11. Change of Constitution. This constitution can be 
changed only by a majority vote at an annual meeting, if the propos- 
ed change was introduced in writing a year previous, and was signed 
by three or more members. Article number two (2) however, shall 
remain unchanged. 

Article 12 . Substitution Former Constitutions. After this con- 
stitution is adopted it shall be dated and shall then take the place 
of any and all former constitutions and by-laws. 


BY-LAWS 

Article 1. The annual meeting of the Preachers Aid society shall 
be held on Wednesday afternoon at the place and time of the annual 
conference. 

Article 2. Quorum. One-third of the membership of the society 
shall constitute a quorum in an annual meeting. 

Article 3. Honorary Members. Any person paying $5.00 or 
more to the society at the annual meeting, shall become an honorary 
member for one year. (His name shall be recorded in the secretary’s 
record and be printed in the journal. 

Article 4. Exemption for Payment of Dues. Whenever a mem- 
ber takes the retired relation in the conference, he is exempted 
from the payment of dues, unless he is serving as supply. 

Article 5. Change of By-Daws. These By-laws can be changed 
at any regular meeting by a simple majority vote. 

Adopted in Brenham Texas, Dec. 5, 1931. 
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PORT ARTHUR COLLEGE PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 

For the information of anyone who may not ibe familiar with 
Port Arthur College, it might ibe well to mention that the school is 
governed by a Board of Trustees, consisting of twenty-one prominent 
business men in the United States — one-third of these Trustees are 
elected by the Southern Conference; one-third by the Methodist 
Episcopal (Board of Education, and the remaining third by the 
Trustees in the city of Port Arthur. 

In passing it might be in order to mention here our Girls’ Dorm- 
itory, where out-of-town girls are given as much protection as they 
can receive in their own homes. We have a splendid Matron, col- 
lege physician, and all small details are properly watched to see 
that it’s impossible for our girls to in any manner be embarrassed 
or at any time feel ill at ease. Culture plays a prominent part in 
our Dormitory life. 

Our school has turned out graduates that hold some very im- 
portant positions in some of America’s leading industries — men that 
we are proud of, and men that are now assisting the college. Sev- 
eral of our ex-students are now serving on our Board of Trustees. 

Also think it worth while to mention our monthly paper, named 
the “College Spirit”. We have made an effort to place every mem- 
ber of your conference on our mailing list. If there is anyone 
present not receiving The College Spirit, I will be glad to list your 
name while here, or furnish you a self-addressed card that needs no 
postage if you will be kind enough to sign your name and mail to 
the college. I assure you that you will be placed on our mailing 
list for the next issue of the paper. 

I want to thank the Board of Education and Southern Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church for their faith and confidence in 
Port Arthur College, and for financial assistance throughout this 
year. I have been instructed by the Board of Trustees to extend 
personal thanks to Bishop Waldorf for the wonderful assistance and 
co-operation he has rendered whenever it has been possible for him 
to visit the Port Arthur College.

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VII. MEMOIRS 


REV. JOHN ANDREW TRAEGER 


Rev. John Andrew Traeger, born December 6, 1858 in Decatur, 
Indiana, and died July 25', 1931, in Hilda, Texas. 

Bro. Traeger served the longest in the active ministry of any 
pastor of the Southern Conference now living. It was his earnest 
desire to remain active to the end of this Conference year, so as to 
be privileged to celebrate his golden jubilee as an active member 
of this Conference. 

IBro. Traeger served his first charge in 1881 in New Orleans as 
supply in the second and third charge. On the 2nd of December, 
1882, in Seguin, Texas, he was received on trial in the Southern 
Conference. 

In New Orleans, Bro. Traegey found his dear companion, Miss 
Amalia Blaswirth, and on the 23rd of December, 1884, the marriage 
was solemnized. During this happy wedlock, two daughters and 
five sons were born; one son died in infancy. The children were 
raised up in the “fear and admonition of the Lord.” They fill 
prominent places in the church and business world of today. Cine 
daughter, Miss Gazella, has gone forth from this Conference as a 
missionary to Malasia, Ind., and is doing faithful and sacrificial 
work for the Lord. 

Of Bro. Traeger it can truly be said: “A great man has fallen 
this day in Israel.” Like of Moses it can be said that Bro. Traeger 
was “faithful with all his house.” 

Bro. Traeger was an able minister of the gospel, doing his work 
faithfully as an evangelist, and “making full proof of his ministry.” 
He was fearless in his ministry, his preaching was not with “entic- 
ing words of man’s wisdom, but in demonstration of the spirit and 
power”, and because of this, his ministry was successful, and his 
hearers were pleased to hear him. 

Bro. Traeger served the following charges with honor: New 
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Orleans, Waco, Dallas, Seguin, Fredericksburg, Hilda and Hoerster- 
ville. He served New Orleans and Waco as pastor for the second 
time. From 1900 to 1906 he was District Superintendent of the 
San Antonio District. The disciplinary question, “Will you dili- 
gently instruct the children in every place?”, was conscientiously 
carried out in his ministry. In 1907 Bro. Traeger was elected del- 
egate to the General Conference in Baltimore, iMd. For many years 
Bro. Traeger served as trustee oif Blinn Memorial College'. 

About three years ago Bro. Traeger’s health began to fail, an 
operation became necessary, and after a while he submitted to a 
second operation. He was discharged by his physician and after 
arriving home at Hilda in the early hours on Saturday morning, 
death came to him very unexpectedly. He passed away in peace, 
as he had lived in peace with his Lord and his fellowmen. 

The first funeral service was conducted at Hilda by Rev. O. C. 
Raeke, assisted by Revs. Gustave Schulze, Geo. Schreiber, G. C. 
Brannies, and Robert Moerner of the Methodist Church South. The 
remains were then taken to Seguin, and the final service was con- 
ducted on Monday morning by Rev. C. F. Bohmfalk, his District 
Superintendent, assisted by Revs. L. J. Rode, W. L. Froehner, E. F. 
Schuessler, iH. Homburg, and A. D. Moehle. The following minis- 
ters acted as pallbearers: G. C. Brannies, W T m. Buehrer, O. F. Katt- 
ner, A. A. Leifeste, O. C. Raeke, and E. C. Schmidt. An unusually 
large gathering of the Seguin and neighboring congregations was 
present at the funeral. 

The survivors are the mourning widow, two daughters and four 
sons 

God has summoned His servant and is now paying him his wages 
in glory. With the 'Psalmist we give our farewell words to Bro. 
Traeger: “The righteous shall be had in everlasting remembrance.”

MRS. E. C. DRAEGER 

Mrs. E. C. Draeger was born October 8, 1 8>5 9 in Anmersee, Ger- 
many, the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Weitze. In the year 
18 66 she came with her parents to America and settled at Madison, 
Wisconsin. Later the family made their home in Iowa. 

On November 8, 187 8 she was married to Rev. E. C. Draeger. 
For seven years they continued their ministry in Iowa. In the year 
1885 they came to Texas, where they continued their most blessed 
and helpful ministry in the Southern Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. Those early days in Texas were days of many 
hardships and bitter experiences. Of this Sister Draeger often 
spoke, but with no regrets and without bitterness, always rejoicing 
in the victories but never counting the cost. She had consecrated 
her life to the work she was sharing with her beloved husband. For 
almost fifty years she was a willing and efficient helpmate in the 
ministry. In May, 192 6, her husband was called to his reward.

DAY CONFERENCE REPORT. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Southern Annual Conference: 
Meeting was called to order by Bro. D. C. Fischer, who was 
■Secretary of the last Lay Electoral Conference In Dallas in 1929. 
Bro. John Wiederman of Hilda led in the opening prayer. 

Bro € L Wisseman of Dallas was elected Chairman and took 
charge of the meeting. Bro. D. C. Fischer was elected Secretary. 
The credentials of the members were received and the members 

properly seated. . . _. . 

Bro. D. C. Fischer presented some matters pertaining to Genera 

Conference matters which we were to consider. Upon motion these 
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matters were referred to committees appointed by the chair for 
study and report. 

Upon motion a committee was appointed to formulate election 
rules. Nominations were then received for Lay Delegates and Lay 
Reserve Delegates to the next General Conference. 

Reports of the following committees were then received: 

The committee on Conference (Moving Expenses reported as fol- 
lows : 

“We, your committee on moving expenses have the following 
recommendation to offer: 

“That the moving expenses be placed on a percentage basis, of 
the pastors salary, the percentage to be determined by a competent 
committee of the Southern Conference.” 

This report was adopted. 

Report of the Committee on World Service was then read and 
adopted as follows: 

“After a consideration of various suggestions looking towards 
changes to be made in the administration of the various benevolent 
enterprises of the Methodist Episcopal Church at the General Con- 
ference to be held in May, 1932, this committee would make the 
following recommendations: 

“1. Since some form of unified control of these various benevol- 
ent agencies seems necessary, we recommend that the World Service 
Commission be continued with such modifications in its organization 
and work as may be deemed expedient; and furthermore, it is our 
opinion that the title of World Service is as comprehensive and apt 
as any name that might be suggested. 

“2. We recommend that an intensive plan of education of the 
local churches be inaugurated, preferably through the various ben- 
evolent boards, rather than through the World Service 'Commission; 
and that the work of World Service Commission be made primarily 
the collection and distribution of the various benevolent funds. 

“3. W T e recommend that it be made a disciplinary requirement 
for the pastors of the local churches to educate their congregations 
in the needs and work of the various benevolent boards by setting 
aside a sufficient number of Sundays in the year in which the work 
of each board may be presented individually. 

“4. As regards creation of more boards by dividing the work 
oif those as now organized, or decreasing the number of benevolent 
boards by further combinations, this committee has thought it best 
to make no recommendation.” 

Motion was made and carried that expenses of Lay Delegates 
to the Annual Conference be not pro-rated, and payment of such 
expenses be left with the individual congregations. 

The committee on Church Literature then presented the follow- 
ing report which was adopted:* 
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“We as a committee recommend that each Pastor appoint two 
assistants to co-operate with him to increase the circulation of church 
literature. 

“We further recommend that this committee correspond with 
the publishers of religious publications with a view of obtaining 
club rates for trial subscriptions with the intention of increasing 
the circulation. 

“With an idea of increasing interest in Church literature we 
recommend that a Church paper day be observed.” 

The committee on equalization of pastors salaries reported as 
follows, which report was adopted: 

“Your committee on equalization of pastors’ salaries after due 
consideration begs to make the following recommendation, if the 
Lay Electrical Conference has any proper voice in this matter: 

“We recommend that a feasible plan would be for each pastor 
receiving a salary of more than $1,500.00 per annum be assessed a 
percentage of his salary, the percentage to increase with the salary 
on a graduated scale, the amounts so collected to be placed in a 
fund from which fund amounts are to be paid to pastors receiving 
less than $1,500.00, in order that all pastors’ salaries be put on a 
more equitable basis.” 

Upon motion this conference goes on record as favoring the 
union of the two branches of (Methodism (M. E. Church and the 
M. E. Church, South) on a give and take basis, and herewith re- 
quests its delegates to vote and work towards that end at the gen- 
eral conference. 

Upon motion it was decided to preserve the minutes of the Lay 
Electoral Conference in permanent record form, and to be filed with 
the Secretary of the Southern Annual Conference from year to year. 
A free will offering was taken and the Secretary iwas authorized to 
purchase a suitable record book for this purpose. 

The proposed Constitutional Amendments were voted on with the 
following results:

Ayes 40, Nayes 0.
